And there’s not much 
chance of you making a 
successful run for it as the 
door to the security bay 
slams tight shut once the 
patrol car has entered the 
building. 

There’s a fairly large staff 
on duty at the detachment 
full time, 32 uniformed staff 
and eight in civvies. Staff 
Sgt. Lambert supervises the 
whole works as administrator 
and he’s backed up with a 
regular platoon of one cor- 
poral and four officers on the 
day shift. 

Generally, says Staff Sgt. 
Lambert, he likes to have the 
men out On patrol rather than 
stuck in the office, so there’s 
an impression of coming and 
going most of the time. The 
three main areas of concern 
are, the rural, municipal and 
highway patrol beats. 


LOTS OF LIQUOR 


When you visit the exhib- 
its room it hits you right in 
the eye that most offences 
local RCMP have to deal with 
are against the liquor laws. 
Shelves are crammed full of 
labelled cases or bottles of 
whisky or beer. There’s the 
odd break from this routine 
as the eye picks up a number 
of stolen signs recovered by 
the RCMP with the word 
“Alcomdale’’ on them. 

In the main office of the 
detachment the supervisor 
has a room which reminds 
you of the ‘‘Man in the Glass 
Booth’’ and he has a 
commanding view of all the 
entrances and exits of the 
main area. 

The main office is also 
subdivided into six booths in 
the central area where 
RCMP can work undistracted 
by other routines. 

Other things you notice 
about the office are the 
ample parking spaces at the 
back and a large conference 
room where the detachment 
holds weekly rap sessions to 
“air the problems we en- 
counter,’’ as Staff Sgt. 
Lambert puts it.

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coffee room, but getting back 
to what RCMP work is all 
about, the evidence is always 
there that the office is really 
a fortress (pour) ‘‘maintenir 
le droit,’’ keeping law and 
order. 

There’s a visitor’s room 
where prisoners are allowed 
to talk through a grill with a 
member of the public, but 
with no possibility of slipping 
through any unlawful mater- 
ials. 

Then there’s a breath- 
alyser room, with the re- 
quisite equipment, and also a 
finger printing room. What 
the detachment does not 
have is its own photographic 
and forensi~ department. All 
that work has to be sent 
down the road to Edmonton 
or even Ottawa. 

In general, it’s nice tc 
know that when you are 
asleep in bed at night, and 
from 7 a.m. - 2 a.m. a 
maximum of 10 RCMP

town} development scheme 
bylaw at the September 7th 
council after the long week- 
end. 

Mr. Byron referred back to 
a public meeting in May last 
year when there was con- 
sensus for the downtown 
improvement to go ahead. 

He said that in proposing a 
development scheme it was 
essential that the interlinking 
alternatives (of roads) were 
in ‘‘better fashion.” 

Once the new road ailign- 
ment has been driven thr- 
ough it will eliminate the 
zig-zagging which occurs as 
you drive up from St. Anne 
Street and Edmonton Street 
towards Sir Winston Chur- 
chill Avenue. 

Mr. Byron says the new 
road will have to be built in 
decent weather (before win- 
ter sets in) and the funds 
have to be used before the 
end of the current fiscal year, 
(March 1977). 

Mr. Byron also said the 
town had tried to avoid the 
land expropriation by a re- 
alignment of the road, but it 
had finally been decised to 
plump for the ‘‘best’’ re- 
alignment.

“In addition to this,’’ 
continues Sandy, ‘‘victims of 
epilepsy, multiple sclerosis, 
arthritis, polio and other 
handicapping diseased take 
advantage of social recrea- 
tion and rehabilitation pro- 
grams offered by United 
Way agencies.

Fund-raising, for instance, 
amounts to just five cents out 
of every dollar raised, year- 
round administration budg- 
eting and allocating costs 
another 4.5¢. If we had to 
pay even minimum wage for 
all the volunteer man-hours, 
the costs would be astro- 
nomical.

Way activities, Sandy is the 
mother of three pre-school 
children as well as working 
as a home economist for 
Lightning Zipper Co.

Canada in 1974, admitted 1,200 foreign doctors. In the same 
period it denied 2,000 of its own highly qualified students 
entry to medical school. A further 5,000 qualified, but not 
highly aualificd were alsc denied. 


lin 1974, ‘a Canada, there were 37,500 physicians. 12,444 or 
almost one third were foreign medical graduates. The 
physician to population ratio in BC is 1-562. The Faculty of 
Medicine at the University of British Columbia admitted 80 
first year students. 878 applied. 80 percent were well 
qualified. 


The position taken is that it is too costly to increase the 
facilities to train more doctors in Canada. It seems strange 
that England with economic difficulties has been training 
doctors for generations for the whole empire. 


Countries far less affluent than our own, such as the 
Philippines, Mexico and India, supply us with doctors. If 
economics were the test, we should not only be 
self-sufficient in the education of our piysicians, but we 
should be supplying doctors to the under-privileged nations 
of the world. 


Cuba for example, lost almost all its doctors in the 
revoiution, but got it together to such a degree that they 
have 50 doctors in Nigeria alone. 


WHY MARS WOR7H A BILLION 


For the price of the Montreal Olympics - $1 billion - the 
United States has safely landed Viking 1 on the planet Mars. 
It could be considered quite a bargain, writes Robert 
Steklasa in The Financial Post. The Mars landing is a huge 
moment in science; it has epic overtones. Yet, is space 
exploration worth it? ‘‘It has been conservatively estimated 
that for every space dollar spent, seven dollars are received 
in return,’’ says Nick Panagakos, of the National 
Aeronautics & Space Administration. 


He lists some of the innovations that have resulted from 
Viking 1: new techniques in welding; improved camera 
technology; even a new type of paint that has a 70-25 year 
life expectancy under harsh environmental covditions. 
(House painters don’t like it, Panagakos says, because it 
means less work for them.) At its peak, during the 
moon-fever days, NASA had an annual budget of $7 billion. 
By 1972, that amount had been cut to $3.1 billion. This year, 
NASA is getting about $5 billion. But put into another 
perspective, the NASA budget doesn’t seem so extravagant: 
the U.S. Department of Health, Education & Welfare 
spends the equivalent te NASA’s budget every five days. 
“It is an outpouring with nothing coming in,’’ Panagakos 
says. ‘‘But the space program develops new technologies, 
new products, and raises the level of technological expertise 
and therefore the standard of living.’”’ The Financial Post. 


THAMES NEARLY DRIED UP 
From Associated Press 


LONDON - Full-page advertisements were run in all 
national newspapers last week by the Natiunal Water 
Council to warn that everyone must save water to keep 
industry going in the midst of the worst British drought in 
five centuries. 


The advertisements said the drought in southern England 
and Wales is the worst ir at least 500 years and has almost 
dried up the Thames River. 


Sports Minister Denis Howell, appointed this week to 
co-ordinate drought measures, said land on either side of 
the Thames is so dry it is soaking up 15 million gallons of 
drinking water a day. 


A thames Water Authority spokesman said: 


‘*(nctead of the river draining the surrounding chalky land, 
the land is so dry it is in effect draining the river. There’s 
nothing we cin do about it.”’ 


Howell said the water authority has started pumping 
Thames water over levees on London’s western outskirts 
‘*to extract every available drop of water for drinking 


purposes.’’ 


Officials said Wednesday that the river’s source in the 
Cotswold Hills 200 miles northwest of the capital has dried 
up. The river’s flow now begins from tributaries nine miles 
to the south. 


Lord Nugent, chairman of the water authority, said water 
restrictions, including rationing, probably will continue 
through the winter even if .e country is Geluged in coming 
months, 


He said water levels in reservoirs, rivers and underground 
water tables have dropped so low it will take two wet winters 
to replenish them, The drought is the result of three dry 
winters and two dry sun:mers.

CANADA THISTLE 
CONTROL 


A weevil with an ap- 
petite for Canada _ thistle 
could be the answer to 
controlling the weed, 

Female weevils of a 
species introduced from 
Europe lay their eggs in the 
leaves of Canada thistle. The 
larvae bore through the leaves 
into the stems and mine up 
and down the stem, killing 
the plant. 

The weevils were first 
introduced into Canada in 
1967 on thistle patches on an 
Ontario farm, This year, 
scientists from Agriculture 
Canada’s Regina, Sask., Re- 
search Station, found that 
the weevils had wiped out 
Canada thistle at the test 
site and for almost 500 yards 
beyond it. As they destroy 
their food source in one 
spot, the weevils move on to 
patches farther afield, Scien- 
tists found weevils in thistle 
two miles from the original 
test site, Researchers are now 
fairly sure that destruction of 
Canada thistle at the original 
release site is primarily due to 
the weevils. 

This method of biological 
control of Canada thistle is 
being tested in Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, Three years after 
weevil releases in Saskat- 
chewan their population had 


increased by 10 times. How- 
ever, it is still too soon to 
estimate their impact on 
Canada thistle stands on the 
Prairies. It took eight years 
for significant results to show 
in Ontario, 

Biological control of 
Canada thistle will probably 
only work on pastures and 
other uncultivated land. 

Cropping removes the 
weevils along with their food 
supply and doesn’t allow the 
insect’s population to build 
up to the size necessary for 
thistle destruction, 

But if the number of 
thistles in an area is reduced, 
fewer seeds will be produced 
to infest cultivated land. 

Before the weevils were 
first released in Canada, their 
taste preferences were tested. 
They seemed to have no 
liking for any other plant 
except Canada thistle. Had 
they attacked other plants, 
they would not have been 
released as there could have 
been danger to valuable crops 
after the weevils had killed all 
the Canada thistle in an area. 
The Ontario evidence that the 
weevils are moving on to find 
new thistle patches proves 
that their specialized taste 
will keep them within bounds.

Air safety only if English 


is replaced 


The Air Traffic Control- 
ler’s Dispute did not start in 
Canada. And yet most stories 
that I have read about the 
issue, reduce the whole sad 
mess into a strictly English 
versus French affair. 

The present arrogance of 
the Canadian Air Line Pilot’s 
Association, that only Eng- 
lish should be used at air- 
ports in Canada, is caused by 
the unjust and privileged 
position which English ass- 
umed abroad, as a result of 
British and American dom- 
ination of the aircraft indus- 
try. 

Britain and America led 
the way in aviation tevu- 
nology. It was therefore 
inevitable that they would 
assume that English should 
be the ‘‘international tan- 
guage of aviation.’’ Recent 
bumper stickers have pro- 
claimed this fact - proof 
positive that the issue 
involves a large portion of 
English arrogance imported 
from the international scene. 

The International Civil 
Aviation Organization deser- 
ves full blame for giving 
English a privileged and 
totally intolerable supre- 
magy in the air. In the early 
stages of aviation expansion, 
the British and Americans 
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imported their own control- 
lers into foreign airports 
where landing rights were 
obtained in non-English ar- 
eas. The only just and 
workable solution to the pro- 
blem is to strip English of its 
privileged position, and re- 
place it with a language 
equally acceptable to all, the 
world auxiliary language, 
Esperanto. 

Anglophones disparage 
other languages because of 
the position English has 
assumed as a consequence of 
western technology. We sh- 
ould remember, however, 
that only 10 percent of the 
world population speak Eng- 
lish. 

The issue of air safety, as 
presented by CALPA, is 
dishonest. Traditionally, ar- 
ound the world, nationals 
speak in their own native 
tongues for landing proce- 
dures. A Pole speaks in 
Polisi, when landing in War- 
saw, .nd a German, in 
Germar, when landing in 
Berlin - certainly not in 
English. fo extend the right 
to Frenc’s Canadians to speak 
in French when landing in 
Quebec, is simply to extend 
the right, recognized inter- 
nationally, to speak one’s 


own official language “hen 
landing on home territory. 
That has been considered 
safe for decades, so why 
pretend that safety is at stake 
now. John Condit wrote in 
the July issue of Macleans, 
‘Beneath all the pious talk of 
‘keeping the airways safe’ is 
a simple case of racism.”’ 
The real danger at large 
airports exists precisely be- 
cause English is used be- 
tween foreign pilots and con- 
trollers. Tragedies have al- 
ready occurred because of a 


variety of pigeon English ~ 


syllables mispronounced by 
Japanese, Portugese and 
other pilots while landing.

We've become so ac- 
customed, though not re- 
conciled, to taxes that 
we're concerned less with 
changing the system than 
with finding ways to beat 
it. A great army of accoun- 
tants and lawyers is de- 
ployed to help business- 
men make the most of tax 
“incentives and special 
allowances. There is no 
such thing as a tax incen- 
tive‘ Each and every tax 
is a disincentive. There 
are only. forms of relief 
from tax disincentives. 


In a profit-oriented 
economy the emphasis 
should be on cutting costs. 
But when profits are taxed 
at 50 per cent, the in- 
clination is to spend more, 
because business costs 
“are only 50-cent dollars’’. 
Our whole economy is no 
longer profit-oriented but 
tax-oriented. 


A positive, alternative 
approach is proposed in a 


international use at airports 
and creates hazards. It is not 
phonetic and is difficult to 
elearn. The world, as well as 
the Canadian problem could 
be solved and safety achie- 
ved, only by adopting Es- 
peranto as the language of 
aviation. Dr. Margaret Mead

Airport 


A survey of peopie and 
vehicles using Edmonton 
International Airport will be 
carried out August 31 to 
September 3.

3. EAST ROUTE NOW SERVES AKINSDALE 

The East route has been extended into Akinsdale via Akins Drive. The 
East loop is no longer combined with the North loop. The East bus will 
instead use Highway 2 to and from Sturgeon Road. Trausfer comnections 
will all be at the bus station. In the peak hours the East loop has been split 
into a Sturgeon Heights/Braeside route (A8) and a Forest Lawn/ Akins- 
dale route (A7). As a result in the peak hours travel time will be less. 


4. ST. ALBERT NORTH NOW DiRECT TO THE BUS STATION.

Many lives were saved by 
this wonderful little station, 
so it became famous. Some 
of those who were saved, and 
various others in the surr- 
ounding area, wanted to 
become associated with the 
station and give of their tine 
and money and effort for the 
support of its work. New 
boats were bought and crews 
trained. The little lifesaving 
station grew. 

Some of the members of 
the lifesaving station were 
unhappy that the buiiding 
was so crude and poorly 
equipped. They felt a more 
comfortable place should be 
provided... So they replaced 
the emergency cots and beds 
and put better furniture in

the enlarged building. Now 
the lifesaving station became 
a popular gathering place ... 
it was used as a sort of club. 

Fewer merabers were now 
interested in going to sea on 
lifesaving missions, so they 
hired lifeboat crews to do this 
work. The lifesaving motifs 
still prevailed in the club’s 
decorations, and there was a 
liturgical lifeboat in the room 
where initiations were held. 

About this time a large 
ship was wrecked off the 
coast, and the hired crews 
brought in loads of cold, wet, 
half-drowned people. They 
were dirty and sick and some 
of them had black skin and 
some had yellow skin. 

The beautiful new club 
was considerably messed up. 
So the property committee 
immediately had a shower 
house built outside the club 
where the victims of ship- 
wrecks could be cleaned up 
before coming inside. _ 

At the next meeting there 
was a split in the club 
membership. Most of the 
members wanted to stop the 
club’s lifesaving activities as 


being unpleasant and a 
hindrance to the normal 
social life of the club. Some 
members insisted upon life- 
saving as their primary 
purpose and pointed out that 
they were still called a life. 
saving station. But they were 
finally voted down and told if 
they wanted to save the lives 
of various kinds of people 
who were shipwrecked in 
those waters, they could 
begin their own lifesaving 
station down the coast. They 
did. 

As the years went by, the 
new station experienced the 
same changes that had 
occurred in the old. It 
evolved into a club, and yet 
another lifesaving station 
was founded. History con- 
tinued to repeat itself, and if 
you visit that coast today, 
you will find a number of 
exclusive clubs along the 
shore. 

Shipwrecks are frequent in 
those waters, but most of the 
people drown. 

Once upon a time, there 
was a church... but that’s 
another story.

Reports from fieldman, 
Keemen and other sources of 
information now confirm 
another good production year 
on the prairies. But if it 
hadn’t been for the heavy 
June rains and July showers 
across the prairies, we would 
have been looking at a very 
different ballgame! 

With abnormally warm 
and very dry weather thr- 
ough early spring, the 
waterfowl production year at 
the end of May seemed 
headed hell bent for disaster. 
Then came ‘‘Those Beautiful 
June Rains’’ which previous 
Ducko’s have described. 

The season on the prairies 
has been characterized by 
the best early hatch of 
mallards and pintails in 
several years, particularly in 
the Alberta parklands, Sask- 
atchewan and the interlake 
area of Manitoba. These 
areas also had a strong 
successful renesting effort. 

Although there was a 
pintail overflight to the north 
through Alberta, production 
for this species has been 
exceptionally good in Sask- 
atchewan and even in Mani- 
toba. This is going to goa 
long way in compensating for 
the low production expected 
from the Alberta pintails 
which went on north. 

All this success results 
from a_ relatively early 
spring, no late snowstorms 
or prolonged cold periods, 
and finally rains, that not 
only provided more water for 
ducks, but by delaying 
farming operations, permitt- 
ed more nests to hatch 
successfully. In June, every 
“ay is critical. 

Canvasback and redheads 
have also done well on the 
prairies and the later nesters 
have appeared right on 
schedule, and in good num- 
bers. Blue-winged teal, sc- 
aup and gadwall broods are 
abundant but pigeon are less 
so and are becoming some- 
what of a puzzle. As pre- 
viously reported, Canada 
geese have had an excellent 
year and continue to increase 
and expand their range. 

In summary, its been 
another good production year 
though certainly an anxious

one in the early stages. Many 
mallard and pintail broods 
have been long on the wing 
and prairie ponds are crowd- 
ed with younger broods. 
Thankfully, there will be 
sufficient water to see these 
later broods safely airborne. 

Provincial biologist Ernie 
Ewaschuk from Alberta says, 
‘*Mid-June brood counts 
showed an increase Over last 
year, which represents an 
actual increase as well as 
reflecting an earlier nesting 
season. Ages of observed 
broods also indicated a much 
earlier season in 1976, 
Habitat was given new life 
when June rains provided 
sufficient moisture to main- 
tain and even improve brood 
cover, 

This was particularly true 
in the parklands and em- 
phasizes their importance in 
a year such as this when 
grasslands are drier than 
normal. 

Generally, mallard, pintail 
and green-winged teal br- 
oods were in flight at the end 
of July and excellent num- 
bers of lesser scaup (blue- 
bills) had appeared. 

In summary, the grass- 
lands have had a below 
average production year, but 
the parklands are above 
average, highlighted by an 
excellent number of mallard 
brood.”

LICE AREN'T NICE 


Some fish are lousy. At least 
that’s the opinion of fishery 
biologists studying the out- 
breaks of fish lice which occur 
periodically in some parts of the 
country. 

Most often the louse prob- 
lem comes to the scientist's at- 
tention when a fish kill happens 
and the evidence of a massive 
louse infestation is proven by 


investigation and laboratory 
examination. 
Biologists don’t know a 


great deal about what happens 
to fish infested with lice, other 
than they die if the parasites 
occur in great numbers. Under 
normal conditions lice are pres- 
ent in low numbers, but occa- 
sionally a major outbreak of 
lice occurs and fish are then 
killed by their parasitic com- 
panions, Even the exact condi- 
tions required to set off an ab- 
normial hatch of fish lice aren't 
known, although it is associated 
with warm water. 

Licé are believed to cause 
death to fish in a couple of 
ways. One, they inject quanti- 
ties of a toxic substance into 
the fish’s bloodstream. Second- 
ly, lice destroy the protective 
mucus covering which all fish 
have on their skin, and fungi 
infection then sets in damaging 
the fish and causing death. 

In answer to questions asked 
by Mercury outboards’ fishing 
department, scientists say there 


is no danger of harm to persons 
eating fish which have lice. The 
louse is an external creature, 
living on the fish’s skin and is 
destroyed and removed when 
the fish is scaled and prepared 
for cooking. 

You can’t readily see fish 
lice with the naked eye, unless 
you've had some _ experience 
looking for them. Most mature 
lice are less than 1/16 of an 
inch long, and many are so 
transparent it is impossible to 
— them without a magnifying 
glass. Perhaps the most en- 
couraging news for anglers is 
that lousy fish are few and far 
between. Major cases of lice in- 
festation rarely happen.

Actually in the case in point, the MD of Sturgeon pointed 
out they were not the approving authority when they turned 
down an application from some Horse Hills residents to 
keep land and property ‘‘tu the family.’’ 


The family wanted to follow the bequest of a will from a 
resident who had come to Horse Hills 83 years ago, which 
called for three 53.1 acre parcels to be taken from 159.3 
acres one mile cast of Horse Hills.

There are ramours and reports of peop!c almost coming to 
grief on some of the roads; at the regular meeting of the MD 
last week. Director of Special Projects from the Highways 
Branch, Harvey Alton pointed out that Secondary Road 635 
was in ‘terrible shape’? and that it was the MD’s 
responsibility to maintain it for the safety of the public. Mr. 
Alton wamed the MD that ‘‘somebody could have # good 
case” if there was a serious accident, and that something 
Should be done, as things were very bad.

ing of the MD of Sturgeon 
last Thursday promises there 
will be immediate backfill 
once the line goes in. With 
the line being constructed in 
winter, there should be few 
‘*mud’’ problems on the 
roads, unless there are many 
chinooks. 

In a letter to the MD, 
Morinville said it had been 
hard to pick-up easements 
and is asking the MD for the 
use of the road allowance 
because of the difficulty of 
picking up easements. 

Over the three month 
construction period of the 
line, spokesman for Asso- 
ciated Engineers Gary Max- 
well said that no fence lines 
or trees would be taken out 
as a result of the distur- 
bance. 

Also Morinville will avoid 
disturbing private residences 
as much as possible. Only 
one landowner had agreed in 
any event to let his land for 
the easement, the letter 
pointed out. 

Mayor Art Stapleton of 
Morinville pointed out that in 
spite of the hassle of putting 
in the line, ‘‘Vve’re looking at 
a service for 30 years.”’ 

While Councillor Lawrence 
Kluthe reminded those pre- 
sent of the problem of the 
MD’s 10 percent ownership 
of the line, Mayor Stapleton 
also pointed out, ‘‘We are 
sure in the near future there 
will be a different (political) 
climate in St. Albert.’’ 

But referring to more 
immediate problems, Mr. 
Kluthe said, ‘‘There will be 
every little benefit to people 
being affected by the line; 
these people have nothing to 
gain and everything to lose in 
terms of the line.’’ 

Mayor Stapleton also sta- 
ted that Morinville would be 

sin a severe bind, ‘‘the longer 
we go on.”’ 

He added, ‘‘I already have 
a patent on that quarter 
section - square one.”’ 

After the delegation from 
Morinville left the chambers, 
the MD made it clear they 
were prepared to accept the 
construction of the line along 
with the reclamation of the 
road. 

But the line could still be 
held up as the MD holds out 
for an agreement with St. 
Aibert on a 10 percent share 
in the line~. 

Another development at 
the meeting was a sugges- 
tion from a private engineer 
that Morinville might over- 
come its sewage problems by 
developing a sewage treat- 
ment plant at the proposed 
Cardiff Park. If phosphates 
and detergents were taken 
out of the effluent, residents 
could have the best of both 
worlds with an efficient 
sewage system and ponds 
filled with fish in the re- 
creation development pro- 
posed for Cardiff. 

The suggestion did not go 
down too well with Asso- 
ciated Engineers, who said 
there was no such thing as a 
unique sewer system, only 
on-going developments in 
the improvement of those 
systems.

Namao High School not 


“dead cert” yet 


The MD of Sturgeon 
received the formal applica- 
tion for the $4% million 
Namao High School at its 
regular development meet- 
ing last week. 

And the application does 
not seem to be out of the 
wood yet, following the re- 
action of MD council. 

The MD pointed out that 
the school division has yet to 
submit an application tor 
sufficient water for the 
school; this comes from 
Edmonton via the Sturgeon 
line. 

There was also talk that 
the MD might refuse a 
development permit for the 
school, the first hic’. s—nool 
that Sturgeon might have. 

‘‘Whs: would happen if 
the Mb refused to issue the 
development permit?’’ asked 
Councillor Lawrence Kluthe. 

‘‘The Minister (of Edu- 
cation) might overrule us,”’ 
replied Secretary Treasurer 
of the MD Alphonse Nobert. 

Councillor Clay Crozier, 
unhappy along with Coun- 
cillors Kluthe and Walter 
Van De Walle that the school 
could hit the MD in a time of 
economic uncertainty, sugg- 
esied there might be two 
smaller schools built (instead 
of the proposed high school). 

‘Perhaps we should have 
two smaller schools as the 
MD’s axis moves north,’’ 
said Councillor Crozier. 

There are fears that the 
MD is going to lose heavily 
on its assessment because of 
annexation talk to the south. 

And if the MD’s axis is 
pushed north by annexation 


to the south, there is likely to 
be increasing support for a 
different location for the high 
school. 

The MD has decided to 
write to Premier Lougheed 


about its concern for the 
proposed high school, as an 
improved cost item. 

The Government support 
price for the school at 
present is put at S1 percent.

This leaves a very heavy 
burden on the ratepayers of 
Sturgeon when repayment of 
the unapproved cost deben- 
tures are to be made; namely 
a very substantial increase in 
the mill rate in order to meet 
the school requisitions. The 
following is the 1976 total 
mill rates for the three School 
Divisions within our Muni- 
cipality: 

A) Sturgeon School Divis- 
ion No. 24 - Total mill rate 
107.00; 

B) Thibault School District 
No, 35 - Total mill rate 96.50; 

C) Legal School District 
No. 1738 - Total mill rate 
99.25. 

Initially when the said 
Composite High School was 
proposed for Sturgeon, said 
project was going to be 
totally supported financially 
by the Provincial Govern- 
ment under the grant pro- 
gram; now, under the pre- 
sent structure, the rate- 
payers have to pay 49% of 
the cost of said project.
